SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD entitled Trading In Girls - Lisa, also known as Optical disk Asian title - 
disk reference number Cl 8 0202012 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication is objectionable because it promotes and supports the use of violence 
and coercion to compel a person to participate in, and submit to, sexual conduct. It 
also promotes and supports the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. 

The feature depicts the assault and rape of a woman, over what presents as a 
prolonged period of time. The rape and sexual violation of the woman who is seen in 
this publication is presented in a manner that is clearly intended to be sexually 
arousing, which upholds the notion that it is acceptable for males to engage in sexual 
activity with females against their will, using violence (in this case in the form of a stun 
gun) if necessary. By presenting this behaviour as sexually arousing, it is implied that 
sexual violence is an appropriate and legitimate stimulus for male fantasy and sexual 
stimulation. Similarly, by blatantly focusing on an act of urination during sexual activity, 
the publication also promotes and supports the use of urine in association with sexual 
conduct. 

The classification of the publication interferes with the freedom of expression, as 
outlined in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, but this is an outcome that 
is consistent with Parliament's intention that publications falling under s3(2) of the 
Films, Videos and Publications Classification Act 1993 be deemed objectionable. The 
classification is also a reasonable limitation on the freedom of expression that reflects 
the concern of "a free and democratic society" to limit the availability of publications 
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that promote or support the use of violence and coercion to compel any person to 
participate in, or submit to, sexual conduct, or the use of urine in association with 
sexual conduct. 
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
